"Mechanism versus vitalism: kie 
1 vine ihings other than machines'.'' 
This w.ia' the question raised by 
f'rofessor John Tnit in his address be- 
fore the Voung Men's Forum ai Cen- 
tral y..M.C.V. yesterday. Siimmlns 
up a most interesting speech. Profes- 
sor Tsit sa d. 'not one single process 
0. living beings can as yet be ex- 
plained by chemistry and physics 
alone. Vet all study displays mechan- 
ism the further and further we go. 
There Is no ev dTice for vitalism and 
not Hiifficient evidence In favor of 
mechanism. We can understand the 
actions of the nervous system study- 
ing It objectively, hut we cannot as 
yet br'dse the gap between the ob- 
jective and the subjective of consci- 
ousness." In answer to a question, he 
s.-iid he saw no .scientific reason why 
man could not be considered as 
having a free w- i: .-ind could not be 
held responsible for bl.s actions. 

'What Is life " the speaker .-uiked. 
It was easy to make a general ans- 
wer to this question, but a deflnlt'on 
was more difficult. If wc could put 
Ihe atoms and electrons of chemicals 
t'Telher In the form In -.vhlcîi Mio-. 
are found n the body. wouUl the rt- 
suit be a living org.mism or a dead 
thinr. We had been used to regarding 
as distinct the organic and Inorganic 
substances. Was t posilble that what 
Vft thought "a.s living was really not 
inherently illfferrnt. but merely n 
modification, .1 higher compleiily, of

The ruling on tho later- 
tl paaa <ir "b.ickward po.^n'' perhapa 
will Increase tho use of this play In 

|tii« future. Although Dartmouth 
torn uses tho play, It has been one of 
few teams In the Knst to use It at all. 

Captain Ilorton iMiucd thu /ollr/wlng 
slatementt "The goal posLs provision 
of courso will take tho umphniils off 
kicking and will eliminate specialists 
In that deportment, which in my opi 
nion la a good thing for the jçnmc. The 
rullns on the shift will n»ke no differ 
*nc« to tho Dartmouth team as the 
cadence In nse liero at present la just 
illghtly different. Tho rule on the 
Iroppins of a punt reads 'possession 
and control' but it r««maJn8 to be seen 
bow tho officials will Intorpret lhej!i 
worda. The backward pass provision 
doea away with tho danger of such 
paaaas, but nevertheless the backward 
pasa In not a very cffccllvc weapon In 
offensive play. Tho niiv huddle rule 
will improve tlic Ktuno lus It will cll 
nilnato a lot of Htalling, though the 

. nuuatlon that arises la who will hold 
tho watch In the huddles."

At a meeting of the toofball rules 
committee at New York tho following 
changes were decided upon to so Into 
effect this fall that each goa,l post 
should be moved back ten yards thus 
nuxklng tho Tleld 120 yards long that 
the penalty for an Illegal shift Should 
bo 15. Instead wf 6 yards; and tlal In 
nil shift and hmldlo plays, the player.-i 
nitiHt come to a full atop and rem.i-ln 
Htatlonary In their new position for a 
period of at least one second without 
rlUirr moving tho feet or swaying 
the body. 

It was alio decided that when a 
kV;krd 'hall, other than .a kick-off. a 
kick from fair catch or a kick fro»n 
safety, k legally recovered by the

fifteen eeconds should be considered 
prima facie evidence of Intenttonolly 
delaying the Knme thus Incurring the 
flve-yard i>enailty for that offense. 
Goal Post* Moved Back 
One of the leading objects In mov- 
tho goa.1 postn back wos to encourage 
nt^lng ond passing tactics Instead 
of kicking In order to ncor'. The 
goal i>osts nt which to try for a field 
goal. It Is believed that this effect 
will be most noticeable In the tr>'InK 
for the extra point after a touchdown 
antl titat the hazard of the po»«t» to 
the execution of a play wHl be great 
ly lessened by the change.

the non-lying substince. It had been 
thought that some element must enter 
some vital jirlnciplc must take 
control of the orsanlsm, ratlicr than 
ust chcml.stry and physics. Yet of 
late it had been poss'ble to get bet- 
ter scientific explanations by a-^sum- 
that merely chemical and physi- 
cal reaction taKcs place. Thcru wa,s 
no known chemical clement peculiar 
tiio living body alone. 
U was a law of .science, nppl'cablo 
to the organism of animal jwnnt an 
well as to Inanimate objects, that no 
matter could be created or destroyed. 
Air w.n.s necessary to life, and tho use 
of o.wgon In hreath'-ng w.'is the same 
np in ordinary combustion, llberal ng 
carbon dloxîde. 

Then tho law of conscrvat'on of 
energy Cjadi been . proven to hold good 
n the anima) world as well as in the 
physical . 

It had long been thought that some 
chr-niicxl compounds could only l>e 
manufactured by the living body. Hut 
the Kticcess o a Germ.in soicnfst In 
making urea had broken this barrier. 
Now several such compounds could be 
readily «ynthCBlzcd in f.ie laboratory, 
■ver having been !n the living body. 
It seemed a fjue.'tlon of further pro- 
gress In cJiemlstrj- and all such com- 
t>ounds be duplicated. The barrier 
was now broken between organized 
and unorganized ferment."", np «eli ns 
between oPgan'c and inorganic chemi- 
cals. 

Cell Theory 
The speaker then introduced the cell 
theor>' of the construction of Cie 
body. It -n-Hx i^oHslblc to kill tho 
brain of a frog and keep ]tJ^ heart 
still boating. .V mu.ncle or nen.e 
could lie keiit iillve throe week.s oji of 
the body, lii certain fluld.f. The heart 
of the frog could bo completely re- 
moved from the frog and kept beat- 
ng for weeks. The hearts of mainmnb 
also, removed from the body, could be 
started to beat n;:;i;n under proper 
chemlcil and r''iy-'''cal treatment. In 
Khort, the he.irt, tho muscles, the 
nerve, were all little machines work- 
ing a'way, in the body or out of It. 
AVe now know that the body was a 
vast congorle of mechanisms, and 
iidoptlng the vllal'stifc theory did not 
give any help In seeking to explain Its 
functions. 

In this Inquiry the question of con- 
sciousness must arise. He explained 
that conaclouwiess pertained to the 
nervous system, and pointed out the 
distinction between the central ner- 
vous system coneiating of the brain 
and spinal cord, and the peripheral 
nervous system which connected tho 
organs and llmbn to the central sys- 
tem. The fundamental discovery In 
the study of the nervous .system had 
been made with tho definite proof of 
nerve arohts, and afferent and nerve 
roots. Then Marshall Hall had re- 
moved tha brain of a .''nnke and found 
that it moved If Its body were touched. 
It was not ' conscious, but moved al- 
ways In the same way If touched In the 
same way. It worked like a machine. 
Without the brain there waa no apon- 
taneous action. Without the spinal 
cord there was no .xctlon at all. This 
proved that many actions of the cen- 
tral nervous system had nothing to do 
with consciousness. By cutting the 
nerve fibres and tracing the resulting 
degeneracy It was now possible to def- 
Inltely trace the nerve" wiring'' of the 
body, even wlLhln the brain Itself. All 
this pointed to mechanism, the fur 
process of the body could as yet be 
ther we studied It. Yot not one single 
explained by chemistry and physios 
alone. 

Cenaclousnesfl accompanied life. And 
the nen-ous flystem;waS;.roy«rnedj^by 
mechanism to a large^^xïisntî-ïtu'dïe^ 
olilof tlvely. But even tbsl could not 
explain the sensations consciously 'ex- 
perienced by the Individual. The gap 
between the objective and tho sub 
Jectlvo had not been bridged. There 
seemed no Immediate relation between 
the two. This seemed tho only flaw 
In the mechanistic theory.
